While they were standing on the rock, 
a huge wave struck them and all five were washed Into the 
s-a On henung the alarm laised by (he olher sludenfs who 
were looking on helplessly, Sliri G, Krishnati jumped into 
(lie sea in utter disregard of his own safety and succeeded in 
saving four of the girls. In spite of bis best efforts, he 
could not save the fifth girl who was unfortunately drowned. 
He gave the rescued girls first aid and helped in taking them 
io hospital for treatment 

P> this heroic act, which was peifomted at great personal 
risk, Shri G, Krishnan showed a great courage and saved 

four young lives. 
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2 KUMARI FEL1STTA SORENG. 

Village Kansbhni, P.O. Jhunimur, 

Sundaigaih District, Orissa. 

[Effective date of uMaid — 22nd rehruarv, 1965) 

On the 22nd Fcbnurv 1965, a boat cairying about ninety- 
four persons capsized in the Mandira Dam Reservoir and 
forty four people were drowned, Kumari Tclisita Soreng, 
a sateen year old. Adivasi girl of Sundargath District, was 
one of the passengers. She swam to a tree-trunk projecting 
out of the bed of the river at a distance of about 60 to 70 
yards Not finding sufficient room to hold on, she swam 
another 50 to 60 yards before catching hold of another tree- 
trunk and stayed there. The depth of (he water there was 
about 30 feet. 

Kumari Felisita Soreng saw a young man in difficulties 
about 25 yards from her, she immediately went to his rescue 
and pulled him up to the tree-trunk. After a while, she 
saw a boy of 16 trying to swim to safety. She swam to- 
wards him und threw her sari to him and then dragged him 
ro the tree-trunk. There was now not sufficient space on the 
iiee-tiunk tor all the three survivors. To make room for 
the two boys, Kumari Felisita Soreng swam ashore and 
Waited there in bitter cold for the rescue boat to arrive. 

In overwhelming circumstances Kumari Felisita Soreng 
behaved with exemplary bravery and did not hesitate to take 
further risks in older to help fellow sufferers in the disaster, 

3. SHRI SHTV KUMAR, 

Beldar, President’s Estate Division, 

New Delhi. 

( Fffectlve date of award — f,th Anoint, 1965) 

On the 6th August 1965, a gang including of Sarvashri 
Likhan, Puma, Rattan I.al and Ram Chand was sent to 
remove a blockage in a sewer line on the President’s Estate. 
Shii Rattan Lai entered the manhole to clear the blockage 
and was overcome by gas, When after some time, those 
outside found that Shri Rattan Lai did not respond to their 
calls, Shri Pitma went inside the manhole. He too did not 
come out nor did he give any response to the workers out- 
side. Then the third man Shri Ram Chand went down but 
came out after going half die way and rushed to the nearby 
Enquiiy Office for help. By this time Shri Likhan reached 
the place and he immediately entered the manhole but he 
started feeling giddy and called to be pulled out. Tn the 
meantime Shri Shiv Kumar who was not concerned with the 
cleaning of the sew C r came thereon hearing of the accident. 
He wrapped a wet cloth over his face and entered the man- 
hole and pulled out Shri Likhan who was unconscious. Then 
tying himself with a rope he descended to the bottom of the 
manhole twice and brought out Sarvashri Pitma and Rattan 
Lai who too were unconscious, Shri Rattan Lai later expired 
in the hospital, 

Shri Shiv Kumar displayed extraordinary courage in risking 
to hig life ovei and over again in order to save the lives of 
his fellow workers, 

4. shri k. rajagopalan, 

National Fitness Corps, Bangalore. 

( Effective date of award~29th May , 1965) 

Shri K. Rajagopalan, Supervisor, National Fitness Corps, 
was the commandant of a course organised at Kanakpura, 
near Bangalore. On the night of 29th May 1965, a trainee 
while asleep in his room was bitten by a poisonous snake. The 
victim's cries awakened th c other trainees and the Com- 
mandant was sent for. He promptly applied a tourniquet and 
made an incision at the place of the snake-bite and bled the 
wound. As Shri Rajagopalan has an abcess in his mouth, 
he appealed to the other trainees to suck the wound to draw 
out the poison. No one however came forward. Despite of 
the risk involved Shri Rajagopalan himself sucked out the 
poison and the trainee recovered soon thereafter, 


'the poison had its effect on Shri Rajagopalan and he wax 
restored to health only after medical treatment. 

Shri Kdjjcopahn displayed great presence of mind and 
li.kcil ins own hie to save another’s.

On thc 14th July 1965, a small party of people, including 
a young boy, were bathing on an island in the middle of the 
river Dankini near the town of Dantewada in Madhya Pra- 
desh, when thc waters suddenly started rising rapidly. People 
on the bank threw them a iope, with the help of which the 
grown-up members of the party managed to reach safely. 
But the boy was left all alone on the island which was sinking 
fast under the rising waters. Shri Narendra Kumar Shukla, 
who happened to come there, jumped into the river and swam 
across to thc island. He ricked up the boy, tide him to his 
hack with a dhoti and started back to thc bank. By now 
the curient had become very strong and the island was prac- 
tically submerged. With great cifoit and at considerable 
risk to his own life, Shri Narendra Kumar Shukla managed 
in reach the bank safely with the boy. 

But fur Shri Shukla’s exemplary courage, presence of mind 
and skill a a swimmer, the boy would have been drowned.

Dharwar District. ( Posthumous ) 

( Effective date of award — 1st March, 1964) 

On the night of 1st March 1964, the house of Shri 
Kariyappa Dundappa Ullagaddi, in Bellatti village, Dharwar 
District, caught fire accidentally. 'When he cried out for 
help, Shri Irappa Durgappa Agasar, a young man of twenty- 
two, along w.th other residents of the village, rushed to his 
a,d and tried to put out the fire. Shri Agasar went into thc 
home and untied the cattle and brought them out unharmed. 
Tic then continued his efforts to save the house and its con- 
tents As thc fire could not be put out from below, Shri 
Agusar climbed on ffis roof of the burning building and 
I oured wa'er pot by pot through the ventilators. While 
Shri Agasar was thus engaged in trying to extinguish the fire, 
the roof of thc house collapsed und he was burnt to death. 

In his unselfish endeavour to help his neighbour, Shri 
fraupa Durcappa Agasar dis-played outstanding courage at the

On the 25th September 1965, at about 11.25 A.M. a rock- 
burst of major intensity occurred in the Nundydroog Gold

As a result of the rockburst one of the workers was trapped 
in broken granite rdek and timber. The ground was still 
moving under the heavy stresses operating under such cir- 
cumstances, and further bursts were occurring, thereby posing 
imminent danger; but rescue operations were organised imme- 
diately under the leadership of the underground agents 
Sarvashri Daniel Hercules Victor, Mavattore Hiriyanna 
Raghavendra Rao and Paladka Anantha Krishna Shettigar 
with the assistance of thirteen other persons. Of these Sar- 
vashri Kalla Goundanpalayam Arumugham Rangaswamy, 
Perungotturshi Chawmy Nappan, Karasmangalam Valmunion 
Doraiswamy and Nagapoondly Murugan Govindan under- 
took the most dangerous operation of clearing the debris 
piece by piece. The rescue operations continued for over 
three hours under very hazardous conditions and the trapped 
man was rescued at about 4.30 P.M. During all this period, 
there was every likelihood of rockbursts causing a further 
crash and collapse of the area. 

In organising and undertaking the most hazardous of the 
rescue operations, Sarvashri D. H. Victor, M. H. R. Rao, 
P, A. K. Shettigar, K. G. A. Rangaswamy, P. C. Nappan, 
K. V. Doraiswamy and N. M. Govindan displayed cons- 
picous courage under circumstances of very great danger to 
themselves

1. SHRI M, K. KRIS HN AN, 

E.M.E. School, Trimulgherry, 

Secunderabad. 

(Effective date of award — 2nd October, 1964) 

Owing to high floods in the river Krishna a part of the 
road bridge near the Nagarjunasagar Dam, collapsed on tho 
30th September 1964, resulting in the complete dislocation of 
communication between the two banks of the river. Some 
officers and staff were stranded on tho right bank. An 
amphibian vehicle of the E.M.E. School was despatched to 
the ipot on the night of the 30th September 1964, with civi- 
lian driver, Shri M. K. Krishnan. The current was so violent 


that crossing the river by the amphibian vehicle was consider- 
ed unsafe. Shri Krishnan, howover, readi’y agreed to under- 
take the task of despite very unfavourable circumstances. On 
the 2nd October 1964, he courageously made his first altsmpt 
but failed as the vehicle was washed buck to the left bank. 
He, however, made another attempt and succeeded in taking 
the amphibian vehicle to the right bank in spite of the high 
floods and brought away the officers and staff stranded 
there. This was followed by more trips of the amphibian 
vehicle and communication between the two banks was 
restored. Shri Krishnan exhibited commendable courage, and 
devotion to duty of a high order in complete disregard of 
his personal gafety. 

2. SHRI RAMAN PEETHAMBARAN, 

Chakkittayil House, 

Kanjeettukura muri, Ayroor Village, 

Quilon District. 

(Effective date of award — 28 th April, 1964) 

On the 28th April 1964, two girls while bathing in the 
Pampa river at Puthankadavu slipped and fell into deep water. 
On hearing the cries of tho women on the river bank, Shri 
Raman Peethambaran, who is only fourteen yews of age and 
studying in the sixth standard, rushed to the spot, Shri 
Peethambaran saw a hand under the water and immediately 
plunged into the river in complete disregard of his own safety 
and rescued one of the drowning girls. When she had been 
brought to the bank, the women there told him that another 
girl had also gone down in the deep waters. He again 
plunged into the river, found the girl who was almost drowned, 
and brought her to safety. 

In saving two lives at great personal risk, Shri Raman 
Peethambaran, displayed gallantry of a high order. 

3. SHRI DAYARAM DALPAT MALI, 

Mundal, Shtrpur Taluka, 

Dhuiia District, 

(Effective date of award — 8</t June, 1962) 

On the 8ih June 1962, an enraged tigress which had been 
separated from its cubs, fan amok in the villages of Kalam- 
sare and Mandal, Shirpur Taluk, Dhuiia District It killed 
some goats and dogs and also injured some villagers of 
Mandal. Shri Dayaram Dalpat and some villagers tried to 
chase away the tigress, which had entered a garden, when it 
became furious and attacked Shri Rama Dhanji and seized him 
by the right arm. At this crucial moment, Shri Dayaram 
Dalpat courageously came forward and tried to shoot the 
tigress with a shot gun. When the bullets had no immediate 
effect he started hitting the tigress with the butt of the gun 
and ultimately succeeded in killing it. He received injuries 
in the struggle. By his heroic act Shri Dayaram Dalpat not 
only saved the life of Shri Rama Dhanji, but relieved the 
villagers of a danger to their lives and their cattle. 

4. HA VIED AR CLERK GIAN SINGH,

(Effective date of award — 8th August 1964) 

On tho 8th August 1964, a party of over 300 persons from 
the Indian High Commission boarded the launch “CLIVE- 
DEN” at Marlow for a trip down the river Thames. Due to 
over-crowding on the sun-deck, the protective side-rail gave 
way and Master Saunder Narayanan, the two-year old son 
of Petty Officer S, L. Narayanan, fell into the river. Seeing 
this, Havildar Clerk Gian Singh ran down the deck and lump- 
ed off the stem of the launch, fully clothed and ignoring the 
danger from the propeller blades and their backwash. He 
swam around in the nearby icy waters, dived for the boy, who 
was by now ail but drowned, and brought him up safely. 
But for his prompt action and complete disregard for per- 
sonal safety, there is no doubt that Master Narayanan would 
have been drowned.

No. I 73/66-A/7. — The Geological Survey of India has a 
vitally important role to play in the development of (he 
mineral resources of the country. To meet the rapidly in- 
creasing demands in respect of minerals, the Geologiral 
Survey of India has to intensify its activity and increase its 
resources of technical manpower and equipment, At the same 
time, it has become apparent that this national organisation 
would have to shate its responsibility in regard to the work of 
prospecting, exploration and exploitation of minerals with 
other agencies such as the Geological Departments of the 
State Governments and the Government undertakings engaged 
in m neral development. The Conference of State Secretaries 
and Directors of Mining and Geology convened by the 
Minister of Mines and Metals in March 1966, recognised the 
need for setting up of a central agency which would coordi- 
nate the work at the national level of all the different agen- 
cies and draw up plans for concerted and Unified action aim- 
ing at acceleration of prospecting and exploration of minerals. 

2. The establishment of this central coordinating agency 
was envisaged primarily with reference to the implementation 
of mineral investigation programmes and to determine their 
respective priorities. This question has been further consi- 
dered and the Ministry of Mines and Metals has now decided 
to constitute a Geological Programming Board which will 
ensure that the efforts in the field of geology ptoceed in a 
coordinated wuy to realise well defined national objectives. 
Besides drawing up of priorities inter sc among various 
schemes of investigations of mineral deposits in different parts 
of the country, the Board will also pay attention to such 
matters as training of personnel. 

3. The Board will pay special attention to the following 
matters : — 

(i) Coordination and evaluation of programmes of 
various depattments and organisations engaged in 
geological activities. 

(ii ) Definition of priorities of exploration projects in 
relation to national development plans. 

(iii) Arrangements for the training of Geologists, Drill- 
ing Engineers Mining Engineers, etc. 

fiv) Reviewing and advising Government on various steps 
which would lead to speedier exploration of essen- 
tial minerals. 

4 The composition of Geological Programming Board will 
he as follows : —
